BELFAST TROOPS; 


Up of Government and Scotfs 
at Surrender. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 


presented in the drama. 
The scene was laid in the verdant valley 
at the foot of Divis and Black mountains, 
twin hills that protect Belfast from the 
northwest blast. Here inthe grounds of the 
Belfast Agricultural society, which are de- 
voted ordinarily to the peaceful display of 
Irish horses and cattle, were paraded 12,000 
Belfast men, marshalled in battalions and 
regiments, all sworn to prove their loyalty 
to their country by offering armed opposition 
under certain circumstances to what will be 
| a part of that country’s constitution. 
Belfast has seen nothing like it since 1871, 
when the Belfast Light Horse were raised 
and paraded as part of the forces of the 
United Irishmen. 
Today's first combined parade of the Bel- 
fast volunteers—the city division of the Ul- 
ster volunteer forces—was the largest trained 
and drilled body of men ever marshaled in 
the province of Ulster at one place since the 
battle of the Boyne. 


Troops Long in Training. 
For a year these men have been drilling 
and disciplining themselves. Today they 
paraded in the full pomp of their illegality 
before their commander in chief, Gen. Sir 
George Richardson, and in the presence of 


his ecolléagues of the provisional government 
of Ulster. 

It is bewildering to try mentally to figure 
what the huge gathering really meant; what 
it really foreshadowed. In all its earnest- 
ness, sincerity, and reality one could not but 

- 

fell a sense of paradox, of Gilbertianism, or 
phantasy. 

Here were 12,000 driled men, but not yet 
** soldiers,"’ led by dfficers who are yet with- 
out commissions and inspected by a com- 
mander in chief who as yet has no war office 
from which to issue orders, all parading be- 
fore members of a government which is 
not yet actual, but mere:y provisional. 


Show Loyalty by Paradox. 

This potential army, these potential com- 
manders, this potential government, and the 
many thousands gathered around them were 
all met with one purpose. To prove their 
loyalty to their king and their country? It 
would be more strictiy logical to say that 
their alm was to demonstrate their readiness 
to prove their loyalty. How? By supporting 
the acts and deeds of their king and the laws 
of their country? No. But, paradoxically 
enough, by showing to the worid that they 
were ready to become the actual fighting 
men, the active rulers against a certain law 
which an unelected parliament of their coun- 
try may pass and which their rightful king 
may sign. 

Such is the most recent twentieth century 
revolution—a revolution against a king and 
a corstitution. 

Well, today’s spectacle was certainly mov- 
ing, even thrilling. Rain fell lightly in the 
forenoon, but it caused little harm to the 
ground. It was fine early in the afternoon, 
When the grand stands began to fill with 
members of the provisional government, the 
Belfast corporation, and various “ loyalist " 
associations. 


25,000 Persons See Parade. 

In front of the siands there was a smal] 
inclosure for Sir Edward Carson, F. E. 
Smith, M. P., the Orange leader, Capt. Craig, 
M. P., and other prominent Ulster Un'onists. 
Around the arena some 26.000 people mus- 
tered to await the arrival of the volunteers. 
In the center of the arena was an immense 
flagstaff with a big roll at the truck. This 
was the now famous Union Jack, which is 
said to be the biggest in the world. It was 
used when Bonar Law, the Unionist leader, 
visited Belfast last year, and was now wait- 
ing to be broken out at the right moment. 
The four regiments of the Belfast divisions 
with their bands and colors were due at 5 
p. m., but the first band was heard long be- 
fore that. and at 4:20 p. m. the North Bel- 
fast regiment swung into the arena ata 
smart pace. It was headed by its com- 
mander, Col. R. H. Wallace. on horseback. 
and after him followed a battalion of dis- 
patch riders on bicycles. The men of the 
regiment wore red armiets and battalion 
flags were carried. The first and third bat- 
talions carried union jacks as the regimenta! 
colors. In the center marched the signaling 
and ambulance corps. 


Marching Without an Error. 

Tue sun came out as the men took up their 
places, marching in good formation and 
wheeling and turning without an error ora 
deviation. The fourth battalion, which was 
the most spare and hard looking, was com- 
posed of Queen's island shipbuilders, who 
looked to be made of the best stuff. | 

Next a squad of cyclist dispatch riders in 
dun colored clothes dashed on the parade 
ground amid loud cheers. 

The first battalion of the West Belfast regi- 
ment, the ‘‘Boys from Shankillrondd,”’ 
Joseph Devliin's constituency, then came on. 
This regiment had only two battalions, but 
they marched well, carrying Orange flags on 
the bayonets fixed on their rifles.

Oleson Tells How Woman Was Lured.

He de- 
ascribed the conference on Thursday night in 
the academy, when Mrs. Rexroat introduced 
@ man as *‘ Mr. Spencer.” 

“This man told me he had been attending 
the academy.” said Oleson, “ and wanted me 
to lend Mrs. Rexroat’s services for the next 
evening for a small class he was organizing 
at Wheaton I could spare her for that 
aight al! right, and offered no objection. 

“Some man had obtained her home tele- 
phone number in some way, I learned, and 
tried to make arrangemente over the ‘phone. 
She could not understand, and asked Mrs. 
Johnson to take the message. Mrs. Johnson 
talked long enough to enable her to be pretty 


_ familiar with the man’s voice. 


* Well, this morning I called up the house 
to learn how the lesson had gone. Mrs. 
Johnson answered it. She told me a man 
had called up this morning and told her Mrs. 
Rexroat was not coming back—she was‘ go- 
ing on a wedding trip.”

Oleson Sees Lincoln Spencer.

He remained at the Holland but a 
few days, letters forwarded to him from the 
Harvard being returned, ak’ he left without 
e@ forwarding address. 

At the Harvard hotel little could be learned 
about him.

*“He was not about the hotel much,”’ said the 
clerk in the evening, “and I remember him 
merely om account of the peculiar name. He 
left early in the spring for the Holland hotel, 
but after that we know nothing about him.

She was married to Allison, 
who now lives et 808 East Sixty-sixth street. 
They had three boys, the oldest now 17. 
After the birth of the youngest, little Will, 
now 4 years old, disagreements between the 
parents became more frequent and more seri- 
ous. There were several threats of suicide 
and three attempts. 

Last November the wife left Allison alto- 
gether, and did not return until Christmas 
eve. She refused to say where she had been, 
and the happiness of the reunion disappeared 
after a few days. ~ 

Finally, in March, she obtained a divorce, 
granted by Judge Gibbons, on the charge 
of cruelty. And two months later, May 25, 
she was married to Rexroat in an elopement 
to Crown Point. That wedding was kept 
secret through fear of prosecution for vio- 
lation of the law against remarriage with- 
in a year of divorce. It proved no happier 
than the other, and separation came in four 
months. , 

In the meantime the woman had taken up 
the work of teaching the tango, starting at 
White City, then at Sans Souci, as waitress at 
the refreshment counter, and later asa teach- 
er. She taught at Oleson’s academy and for 
Mise Theresa Dolan. She also had outside 
pupils. 

She had ready success in the dance halls, 
for she did not look within several years of 
her actual age and was of a dashing type. 
She was a tkillful darcer and a successful 
instructor. Rexroat was quickly — 


Says Woman Was “Flighty.” 


John Culhane, manager of the Sans Souci 
dance hall. said: 

“For about three years, and until about 
May 1 of this year, Mildred was the pro- 
prietor of a soda fountain at the dance hall. 

“She was—well, what you would term 
‘flighty.’ As far as I know, she was well 
treated by her husband, then W. H. Allison. 
She had a passion for dancing—in fact, I be- 
lieve that her love for this amounted to a 
mania. Ontwooccasions she collapsed after 
dancing too much, and, knowing that her 
heart was weak, I refused to permit her on 
the dance floor at all after this. I finally 
had to get her to give up her place at the hall 
owing to her erratic actions. 

“This Rexroat fellow came to the dance 
hall about a year ago. He made Mrs. Al- 
lison’'s acquaintance, and was seen with her 
almost constantly after that. 

“ Mildred became so infatuated with him 
that, although all of us at the dance hall ad- 
vised her not to, she obtained a divorce. At 
this time she told me she and Rexroat in- 
tended marrying. 

“Last Christmas I gave all of the em- 
ployés at the dance hall presents. I did not 
include Mildred, as she was not an employé. 


Told of “Rexroat’s Gift.” 


“I guess she wanted the others'to under- 
stand they were not the only ones getting 
Christmas presents, for she to!d all of us a 
few days later that she had received ‘ a beau- 
tiful gift from Mr. Rexroat.’ She said it 
was a diamond ring worth $350. and that she 
had it locked up in a safety deposit vault. 

“In January she brought the ring to the 
dance hall and showed it to us, and for a 
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time {it was locked up in the safethere. It 
is my opinion that Rexroat wanted the ring 
back after she left him. ‘Sthe appeared to be 
about five years older than he. He was tall, 
awkward, and acted queerly.”’ 


Rexroat Found at Macomb. 

A correspondent of THs TRIBUNE at Ma- 
comb, Ill., brought the information that Rex- 
roat was at the home of his father, ten miles 
south of Macomb. 

‘He has not been in Chicago for two 
months,"’ said his father. ‘‘ My son brought 
his bride here six months ago. But she was 
@ city girl and wouldn’t adopt farm life. 
She left on Aug. 26. They were good friends.”’ 

Rexroat had been married previously. His 
first wife died. 


Sister Says Woman Was “Unstrung.” 

The woman’s sister, Miss Frances Stevens, 
who lives at the Allison residence, 808 East 
Sixty-sixth street, admitted her sister had 
been badly unstrung for a long time.

MEXICANS FIRE 
ON U. S. SOLDIERS 


Patrol Near El Paso Targets for 
Federal Bullets; None 
Wounded. 


RECALLS PORFIRIO DIAZ. 


Former President Asked to Re- 
turn to Active Army Service; 
Gamboa to Take Stump. 


E!] Paso, Texas, Sept. 27.—A detachment 
of United States troops of company H, 
Second cavalry, was fired upon this after- 
noon by Mexican federal cavalrymen, the 
Americans being on duty patrolling the in- 
ternational border about 15 miles east of El 
Paso. 

None of the Americans was wounded. Two 
Texas rangers who were nearby were also 
fired at by the Mexicans. 

United States army officers stated tonight 
that their soldiers did not return the fire, 
although there were about forty shots fired 
at them. 


Says Troops Returned Fire. 

H. L. Rhodes, who was near by when the 
Mexicans began shooting, said the American 
troops did return the fire and drove the Mex- 
icans to cover. It is not known if any of the 
Mexicans were injured. 

The American troops were at a patrol sta- 
tion on the border about two miles east of 
San Elizario when thirty Mexican cavalry- 
men appeared on the Mexican side. The 
Mexicans were about 200 yards from the 
troopers when the shooting began. 


Go to Investigate Shooting. 

The United States troop headquarters at 
Clint, Tex., were notified soon after the 
shooting and went to San Elizario to conduct 
an investigation. At Juarez tonight the fed- 
eral authorities are aiso investigating the 
shooting. 

The Mexican troopers who fired at the 
Americans composed a scouting party which 
was sent east from Juarez this morning. 
Late tonight the troops had not returned to 
their barracks at Juarez. 

The border patrol in the vicinity of San 
Elizario has been doubled tonight. 


MEXICO RECALLS PORFIRIO DIAZ. 
Mexico City, Sept. 27.—Gen. Porfirio Viaz, 


by the war department to return to Mexico 


A cablegram sent to Gen. Diaz today 
brought a noncommital reply from the ex- 
president, asking the war minister to await 
the arrival of a letter which he would send 
him. 

Gen. Porfirio Diaz is now at Biarritz, 
France. It is recognized here that Gen. Diaz 
is too old to render service, except possibly in 
an advisory capacity, and it is assumed that 
such will be expected of him. 

The last words of Gen. Diaz when he left 
Mexico were to the effect that he would re- 
turn only if the country needed his services 
in the event of a foreign invasion. 

No intimation is given as to the reason 
prompting his recall. His resignation from 
the army was accepted by President Madero. 


Gamboa Will Take Stump. 

Federigo Gamboa is losing no time in get- 
ting. his campaign for:the presidency under 
way. With only four weeks intervening be- 
fore the election, and relieved of his duties as 
foreign minister, he has plunged into the 
work of organization and has already laid 
plans for a campaign of spellbinding which 
probably will draw him personally into the 
field as a political orator.

A majority of the jurors were said to be in 
favor of the death penalty for two ballots 
and then compromised on life imprisonment 
after being out two hours. 


Parts of Body in Suitcase,

were found in a suitcase by the police last 
January. The body was identified by a twist- 
ed toe on the left Jeg, the only ene found. 
Sinon and several other Turks were arrested 
and were held for a month by the police until 
Sinon broke down and confessed that he and 
two other Turks had killed Abdul, intending 
to rob him. 

The body was then cut up and hidden in 
different places. 


Head Was Never Found, 

The police never located the head, which 
Sinon said was burned in the stove of the 
coffee house, 

At hie trial Sinon repudiated his confes- 
sion and placed the blame of the murder upop 
two other Turks who have not been found 
by the police. Capt. Stephen K. Healy, with 
Sergt. Hamilton, who forced the confession 
from Sinon, testified against him at the trial.

URGES WAR ON TAMMANY. 
Col. Roosevelt Says Sulzer Was 


Aceused When He Tried 
to Aid Reforms, 


Rochester, N. Y., Sept. 27.—United States 


District Judge Learned Hand, a Progressive, ' 


and Supreme Court Justice Samuel Seabury, 
@ progressive Democrat, today were nomi- 
nated for chief judge and associate judge of 
the Court of Appeals, respectively, by the 
Progressive state committee upom recom- 
mendation of the Progressive state confer- 
ence. Both are residents of New York City. 

The plea of Col. Roosevelt that the state 
courts be “recalled from legalism to hu- 
manity and justice” was the keynote of 


. nominating speeches. 


The platform adopted by the conference 


reaffirms the principles enunciated in the | 


Progressive national and state platforms 
of 1912 and deals at length with “ renewed 
disclosures with respect to the misconduct 
of state officers, the mismanagement of our 
finances and public works.”’ 
Platform Comment on Sulzer. 
Of the Sulzer impeachment, the piatform 


says: 
‘“* Much of the evidence was a familiar de- 


tail of Tammany leaders long before the im- 


peachment proceeding was thought of. To 
the Tammany mind it was not at that time 
immoral. It became immoral only when the 
newly elected governor proposed to carry out 
his party’s platform and ald in the writing of 
a genuine direct primary law upon the statute 
books, and when investigation by the gover- 
nor began to disclose great frauds. The re- 
sponsibility for’ the shame of the common- 
wealth is not upon Tammany Haliailone. The 
Barnes machine in every crisis has been a 
faithful and effective coadjutor of the Mur- 
phy machine.” 

Former President Roosevelt delivered the 
keynote speech before the conférence in con- 
vention hall, and at 4 o’clock was taken to 
Exposition park to attend the Rochester in- 
dustrial exposition. He spoke there briefly. 


Urges Defeat of Tammany. 

Gol. Roosevelt declared that in the elec- 
tion in New York state this fall ‘‘ the dom- 
inant concern of the people should be to 
prevent Tammany from obtaining complete 
control of the state,”’ and that “ to this the 
lesser issues must give way.” 

In voting against Tammany, however, Col. 

Roosevelt urged the voters to support the 
Progressive party candidates, to the end that 
they might “defeat Tammany without en- 
throning the Barnes Republican machine in 
its place.” ! 
'.“ This year,” the colone! said, “there are 
four matters of supreme political import for 
decision before the people of the common- 
wealth. The first, the election of an assem- 
bly, stands by itself. The other three are: 
First, the attempted impeachment of the gov- 
ernor of the state; second, the city election in 
the great city of New York, and, third, the 
election of two judges of the Court of Ap- 
peals. 

*“ Ag to each of these four issues, the over- 
throw of Tammany is the chief issue.’’ 


Tammany Hall Greatest Menace. 

After emphasizing that the Progressive 
party was waging War against “ corrupt ma- 
chines,” Col. Roosevelt said: 

* At this ment that which contains the 
most of menace to all our state is Tammany 
Hall. In New. York City we Progressives 
are doing al] that we can to elect a nonpart!- 
ean ticket, headed by a progressive Demo- 
crat, a tried and excellent public official, 
John Purroy Mitchel, so as to keep the muni- 
cipal government out of the control of Tam- 
many Hall and make. it an instrument not

ing conditions of the men and women who 
toll with their hands. 

“In the same fashion we battle against 
Tammany Hal! in the governorship fight, be- 
cause Tammany Hall is attacking the gov- 
ernor, not for what he-may have done before 
election, but.because since election he has 
stood fur honesty and the rights of the peo-

South Belfast, which was headed by Mayor

“All governments in the ultimate résort 
depend on the force behind them, and be- 
cause we see this splendid force today I 
have no doubt that if we are driven to it 
we can successfully persist in our idea of 
setting up a provisional government. So 
long as you are behind us there can be no 
question of surrender. 

“I promise you that so long as you stand 
firm I and those associated with me will most 
certainly stand firm and we will never have 
home rule.” & 


Churchill Goes to Conference. 
{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Sept. 27.—Winston Churchill 
first lord of the admiralty, left London to- 
day to join Premier Asquith and Chancellor 
Lloyd-George in the conference at Brodick 
on the Isle of Arran, in regard to the Irish 
sithation. 

This gathering of several of the most tm- 
portant ministers at the home of Mr. Illings- 
worth, the Liberal whip, is regarded as of’ 
the greatest significance in political circles 
for Mr. Asquith soon will go to Balmoral 
as minister in attendance on the king, and 
no doubt will discuss the Ulster situation 
with the sovereign. : 


Uro Expects a Compromise, 

EDINBURGH, Sept. 27.—The Rt. Hon. 
Alexander Uro, lord advocate of Scotland, 
addressing his constituents today, referred 
to the Ulster question. He said the proposed 
provisional government would be treated by 
the banks in the same way they would treat 
a South American republic, and that it would 
collapse of its own weight in a few weeks. 

Regarding the suggested conference of the 
political parties he said that provided the 
principle of home rule was accepted by their 
political opponents, the government would 
be ready to enter the conference and ready 
to negotiate on the question of greater repre- 
sentation for Ulster In the Ir'sh parliament.

The report from Springfield that all Chi- 
cago branches of state departments were to 
be grouped under one roof here caused offi- 
cials of Cook county yesterday to consider 
renting an entire floor in the county building 
to the state for this purpose. 

Chairman E. M. Board of the finance com- 
mittee of the county board and Deputy Con- 
troller Frank Ryan inspected the unfinished 
ninth floor of the county's official home and 
then announced a plan by which the state and 
county might mutually benefit. 

Because of the lack of money the ninth and 

tenth floors ¢f the building were not finished 
when the structure was built. Subsequently 
the tenth floor was fitted up for the Chicago 
Law library and the Juvenile court and its 
kindred departments. No finishing touches. 
however, have been added to the ninth floor. 


Thinks Rentals Will Pay Cost. 

Mr. Board estimates that 35,000 feet of floor 
Space may be made available for state de- 
partments. It is figured the cost of finishing 
the floor will be from $60,000 to $100,000, al- 
though a much higher figure has been asked 
by contractors. 

Whatever the cost, Mr. Board believes 
rentals from the state will pay the county 
for the investment in a few years. He as-

comfortably house every branch of the state 
departments in Chicago and the sanitary 
district and Appellate court as well.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 27.—[Special.]— 
It was announced today that President Wil- 
son, has offered H. M. Pindell of Peoria the

The Russian post at the present timg is 
one of the most important in the diplomatic 
service. When Mr. Pindell arrives in St.

A New York attorney is now formulating « 
treaty, at the request of the state depart- 
ment. This attorney is of the Jewish faith 
and hie treaty plan is expected to set forth 
the full claims of his race for consideration. 


Pindell Faces Big Task. 

The Jewish feature of the new Russian 
treaty is not the only troublesome one in 
the situation. When the new tariff law goes 
into effect the administration will be con- 
fronted with the task of making reciprocal 
treaties with a number of European powers. 
The United States now receives the conven- 
tional rate on its goode which are imported 
into Russia. Russia may feel that it is en- 
titled to the reciprocal rates of this country, 
and if the United States does not yield these 
it may retaliate by the application of its 
maximum tariff. . 


Will Succeed Ourtis Guild. 

Mr. Pindell will succeed former Gov. Curtis 
Guild of Massachusetts as ambassador at St. 
Petersburg. Mr. Guild quit his post several 
months ago and a chargé has since been 
acting in his place. 

It is the desire of the administration to 
have the new ambassador take charge as 
soon as possible, and Mr. Pindell will be 
urged to so arrange his affairs that he can 
leave almost immediately for St. Petersburg.

PASTORS AMONG VICTIMS, 


Illinois Citizens Testify Before 
Federal Grand Jury at 


St. Louis. 


St. Louis, Mo, Sept. 27.~T he federa! grand 
jury here today returned an indictment 
charging Thomas H. Smart and eleven of his 
agents with wholesale frauds in the sale of 
New Jersey town lots. The technical charge 


Smart formerly had offices in St. Louls, but 
postofice inspectors have learned he now is 
Operating tn Chicago. 

‘The ind.ctment charges that during the fall 
of 1911 Smart and his agents sold 900 town 
lots in what they called Spottswood Manor, 
New Jersey. The indictment states that the 
prospectus represented these lots as being 
within ten miles of New York City and that 
Spotswood Manor was located on the Penn- 


On investigation, however, it is charged 


Bpottewood Manor was found to be thirty- 
nine miles from New York, and the site was 
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discovered to be a swamp known in the vicin- 
ity as Huckleberry. swamp, or Schoolhouse 
bog. 


Doctors and Clergymen Victims. 

Many physicians anu ciergymen of St, 
Louis and other cities, it is claimed, were vic- 
tims of the alleged fraud. 

The lots, it is charged, were sold at $89 to 
$59 each and the purchasers were given the 
privilege of obtaining a book recording the 
proceedings of the congress of arts and 
sciences held at the St. Louis world’s fair in 
1904. 

The indictment charges that the contract of 
saie guaranteed that the company repre- 
sented by Smart would sell the lots for the 
purchasers by July 1, 1912, at not less than 
$150 each. The indictment alleges that none 
of the lots’ sold by Smart or his agents was 
resold by them. 


Lots Bought for $3.50. 

The indictment further charges that Smart 
bought 1,400 of the ivis from the Assets 
Holding corporation for $3.50 each. Each 
lot was 25x1U00 feet. In reselling the lots to 
his victims, it is claimed, Smart represented 
that the properties were within the corpo- 
rate limits of the town of Spottswood, popu- 
lation 80U. 

The purchasers, on investigation, claimed 
they found the lots to be under water, on a 
railroad other than the Pennsylvania. and an 
hour and thirty-five minutes’ ride from New 
York, instead of forty-five minutes, as rep- 
resented.

F. A. Chopin, Harry E. Davis. H. L. Graham,

NOW MUST GIVE CASH BACK. 


King of Great Britain Sells Pews from 
Chapel Royal, and Then Finds They 


Belong to Nation.

LONDON, Sept. 27.—King George nearly 
made $10.000 last week, but just when this 
little windfall seemed to be safely harvested, 7 
it had to be abandoned. The demand for 
space in the royal chapel for the wedd ng of 
Prince Arthur of Connaught and the Duchess 
of Fife was so great that it was determined 
to remove six of the beautiful old carved 
oak pews and replace them with plain pews 
which would accommodate more people. 
This. act of vandalism was actually ac- 
complished, and a firm of dealers in ant'que 
works of art, on learning of this from some 
source or other, offered to buy the old pews 
for $10,000. 

The offer was accepted on behalf of the 
king, the pews were delivered, and the money 
paid over. But any sales of this kind from 
royal buildings are always subjected to 
the most scrupulous examination, and early 
this week it was discovered that, although 
a great deal of the furnishings of the royal 
chapel are the personal property of the king, 
the pews belong to the nation, and the 
king has no power to sell them. 

The dealer will therefore have to return 
the pews and the king will have to give 
back the money. The hope is expressed that 
the old pews will be put back in their place 
after the wedding.

Culebra Cut to Be Filled Oct. 1 and 
Water tor Six Miles May Be 15 
Feet Deep Ten Days Later. 


PANAMA, Scpt. 27.—The tug Gatun was 
again passed through the Gatun locks this 
morning, this time from Gatun lake to the 
sea. The operation consumed a little more 
than an hour and a half, as compared with 
two hours yesterday. 

The first large vessel that will be passed 
through the locks probably will be a cane! 
dredge on Oct. 9. The date for the admission 
of water into Culebra cut by mears of four 

twenty-eix inch pipes. extending into Gatun 
lake, underneath Gamboa dike. has been ad- 
vanced to Oct 1, five days earlier than orig- 
nally planned. This is due to the cleaning 
| up of the cut earlier than had been expected. 

Calculatiors rade by Engineer Zinn of the 
central division indicate that the water wil! 
enter the cut at such a rate that by Oct. 10 
there will be fifteen feet of water all the way 
from Cucaracha riide to Gamboa. a distance 
of about six miles. The bottom of the cut is 
already partly covered by rain water and 
seepage, which has collected since the re- 
moval of the drainare rvmps.

PARIS. Sept. 27.—The busiest member of 
the cabinet during the recent vacation was 
probably Henry Cheron, the minister of 
labor, who has been working out the details 
of a farreaching scheme for the improving 
of the condition of workers throughout the 
country. This plan he unfolded to the cab- 
inet this week. 

The most important measure proposed is 
one to fix $240 as the minimum annual in- 
come below which no distraint of wages or 
property can be levied on for debt. Another 
provision prevents purveyors of alcohol from 
distraining any case of debt for drink, con- 


sumed or bought. 


Limit on Labor Bureaus, 

The whole question of labor bureaus is 
thoroughly gore into. A large number of 
new free bureaus will be created in every 
town where required. while a number of 
abuses connected wtih private offices will 
be checked. No private bureau can be kept 
by a hotel, restaurant, or café keeper and no 
office can be run on premises where drink is 
sold, while unlicensed and clandestine reg- 
istry offices will be suppressed altogether. 

In the section devoted to the protection of 
labor and hygiene liquor venders and propri- 
etors of café concert halls are prohibited 
from employing youths under 16 and girls 
under 18. No unhealthful epirituous drinks 
are to be brought to factories, workshops, or 
construction yards. 

Provision is made for the creation of gar- 
dens attached to large apartment houses n 
the poorer districts inhabited by large fami- 
lies, the size of the gardens being regulated 
by the number of children. 


Mian to Arbitrate Strikes, 

Finally, should the project become a law, 
in all strikes in the future the parties will 
have to appear before a justice of the peace. 
whose function it shall be to try to settle 
the dispute by explaining to the opponents 
the legal aspect of the matter. thus prevent- 
ing them, in most cases, from going to law. 

Mr. Cheron’s plans have met with approva! 
from the public at large. His campaign 
against the liquor traffic among the working 
classes, which is held to be an incalculable 
drain on both the health and wealth of the 
nation, is specially applauded. 

The minister of labor has also taken a 
step toward a solution of the housing prob- 
lem by printing a small pamphlet giving 
facts regarding cheap dwellings, the law of 
landlord and tenant, etc. This pamphiet is 
being distributed broadcast among workers. 


CROKER ASSAILS GAYNOR FCR 
DESERTION OF TAMMANY HALL. 


Asverts Mayor Changed Front When 
He Was Denied Renomination— 
Crime Worst Ever During His Regime

Archeologist Wishes to Prove 
the Truth of the Story of 
Queen Tryphena and 
Phekla, Greek Saint. 


PREACHES IN CITY TODAY. 


Will Occupy Pulpit This Morn- 
ing in Moody Church and in 
Afternoon Will Speak 
at Y. M. C. A. 


Sir William Mitchell Ramsay of Edinburgh, 
probably the best known archeologist in the 
world, who is visiting Chicago, is making 
Plans to go back to Asia Minor to prove, if 
possible, the kindheartedness of an ancient 
queen. He is in Chicago under the auspices 
of the Moody Bible institute and will give a 
number of lectures this week. 

The latest work of Sir William has been the 
proving beyond a doubt that Quirinius was 
governor of Syria at the time of Christ's 
birth. The discovery, made through the 
excavations in the city of Antioch of Pisidia, 
indicates the truth of the second chapter of 
St. Luke, long considered impossible, 

** When I go back to Asia Minor next year,” 
said Sir William yesterday in an interview at 
the Moody institute, “I am going to work 
on an old legend, the story of Queen Try- 
Dhena. So far the story is not history. It 
doos not appear in the Bible, but there ap- 
pears to be every possibility of it being true 
The story bears on the Apostle Paul. 


Paul’s Conversion of Phekla. 

“ Paul converted a young woman of Icon- 
jum, a city about 150 miles from Antioch. 
whose name was Phekla. She became, next 
to the Virgin Mary, the most revered saint 
among the Greeks. According to the story. 
Phekla went to Antioch to preach. She was 
taken and condemned to death by being ex- 
posed to wild beasts in the amphitheater. 
Until the day of the games she was placed in 
the hands of the jailers. 

“Queen Trypheena found that the young 
woman was subjected to great brutality on 
the part of the jailers. She took the gir! 
into her home, and although she did not 
have authority to stay the sentence of death, 
she gave authority that Phekla would be 
given up on the feast day. Later, Phekla 
escaped the beasts when they would not 
touch her. I would rather find proof of this 
story than anything eise.”’ 


Proves Quirinius’ Governorship. 

Sir William found two inscriptions that 
proved beyond a doubt Quirinius was gov- 
ernor of Syria at the time of the birth of 
Christ. He said that historians had uni- 
versally accepted the fact since his recent 
discoveries. Formerly he had written a book 
in which he tried to prove this fact by other 
means. 

His excavations have been responsible for 
historians accepting.as historic truth the first 
three verses of the second chapter of St 
Luke, which, according to Sir William, were 
considered absolutely impossible twenty 
years ago. The verses are: 


And it came to pass in those days 
that there went out a decree from 
Cesar Augustus that all the world 
should be taxed. 

And this taxing was first made 
when Cyrenius was governor of 
Syria. 

And all went to be taxed, every 
one into his own city 
The fourth verse tells how Joseph of Naz- 

areth went to Bethlehem for the purpose of 
paying his tax. 
Inscription on Statue, 

One Inscription was found on the first statue 
erected in Antioch. It read: 

In honor of Caius Caristantius, 
chief of the engincers, prefect rep- 
resenting FP. Sulpricius Qufrinius, 
the chief magistrate of the coluny. 
Another inscription was found on the 

gravestone of the same man. The stones 
were found about fifteen feet below the sur- 
face of the earth. 

Archeologists do not find Asia Minor as 
dangerous as formerly, according to Sir WIl- 
liam. He told of one adventure he had «a 
short time ago however, when he was chased 
for two hours by robbers tn the desert. He 
and his native guide met three Circassians, 
whom the guide recognized at once as rob- 
bers. After they met the robbers followed 
the two men and the chase on horseback con- 
tinued unt!! a village was reached. 

“ My greatest curiosity was what the guide 
would do if we were caught," said Sir Wil- 
lam.

FRENCH CHAMPAGNE OUTPUT 
MAY NOT PASS 40,000 BARRELS 


Quantity of Grape Harvest Will Be 
Small, but Quality Better than in Sev- 


eral Years.

PARIS, Sept. 27.—Grape harvesting has 
begun at Macon, in the Beaujolais, and in the 
Gironde department and in the champagne 
district. It is already general in the south. 
Reports from every district show that the 
quantity is extremely deficient, out the qual- 
ity is far superior to that of 1912. 

Four of the leading departments in the 
south will hardly reach one-half the normal 
outputeand a sharp rise in prices is inevitable. 
There will be considerable imports from 
Spain, where the harvest is normal. Ag re- 
gards the quality and quantity of champagne 
already arriving, the promise of the cham- 
pagne district is excellent. 

Up to the beginning of August the output 
was expected to reach from 65,000 to 80,000 
barrels, but unfavorable weather since then 


has reduced the estimate to 40,000 barrels.

BERLIN, Sept. 16.—Nobody and nuthing 
in the world, not even excepting the kaiser 
himeelf, are getting as much free advertis- 
ing in the German press at the present hour 
as the San Francisco-Panama exposiiion.

Today the whole fatherland 
is acquainted with the exposition project 
and the epoch marking event which it is to 
commemorate, and, to judge from the cease- 
leas flow of editorials and nvws art.cles fill- 
ing the papers from one end of the emp re 
to the other, people are anxious to learn still 


more. 
“Knock” Proves a Boost. 


The ‘‘ permanent exhibition committee ”’ of 


the German government, whose ukase ree 
suited in San Francisco being blackbalicd, 
has done the exposition a service, which en- 
titles its members to figure high in the scroll 
of those starred for gold medals and diplo- 
mas. They have simply kicked the enter- 
prise upstairs, as far as Germany is con- 
cerned. 

So much is certain already—the fatherland 
will be creditably represented when the com- 
petition of the nations opens at San Frane- 
cisco Feb. 20, 1915. The formal, bureaye 
cratic hallmark of: officialdom may be mis@- 
ing—even that is by no means sure—but the 
display of things ‘‘ made in Germany ”’ will 
be in every respect as authoritative and typi- 
cal as if the government's biessing had not 
been withheld from it.

His prestige is at stake up to the 
hilt in the San Francisco crusade. Nobody 
who knows him doubts for the fraction of 
a section that it will emerge from the fight 
untarnished

ig not surprising that Ba!lin’s arch antagone- 
ist in the exposition unpleasantness is a co- 
religionist. Herr Ludwig Max Goldberger, 
chairman of the *“* permanent exhibition come 
mittee."” Goldberger [ts the shrewd mer- 
chant financier whom the German govern- 
ment dispatched to the United States in 1003 
to investigate economic conditions Hecame 
back and wrote a book. whose title, “ The 
Land of Unlimited Possibiiities,’’ added a 
new phrase to the German language 

For some undefined reason Goldberger has 
ranked as an uncompromising foe of the San 
Francisco exposition from its inception. He 
ascribes his hostility to impartial, practical 
reasons—says Germany is ~~ exposition 
tired,”’ that she has no rewards to hope forin 
the American mirket commensurate with the 
bother and expense of a great exhibit at San 
Francisco. and all that sort of thing. 


Goldberger’s Motives Ulterior? 

But there are people unkind enough to In- 
sinuate that other motives inspire ** Gehelm- 
rat’ Goldberger. He is a vain as well as an 
able German end there are well founded 
whisperings that an unattainable ambition 
to be imperial German commissioner genera! 
at San Francisce has had something to do 
with his unylel¢cing enmity to the exposi- 
tion. He made the kaiser’s government see 
things his way. nevertheless and for the 
moment has laurels In plenty to rest upon. 
When Pallin gets through with him his un- 
derpinning may be less secure. 


Balloon Disaster Irks. 

Germany's heart is broken over the crown- 
ing disaster which overtook her proud air 
fleet in the destruction of the naval dirigible, 
Zeppelin L 1, in the tempestuous waters of 
the North Sea on the night of Sept. 9. The 
country’s determination to retain the su- 
premacy of the clouds by means of “ Zeppe- 
lins remains none the less undaunted. 

“The value of Zeppelin craft as instru- 
ments of war is not affected by the loss of 
L 1,” laconically ends the official report of 
the Heligoland catastrophe. Therein is the 
confession of the kaiser’s aerial experts that 
their confidence in the effectiveness and the 
future of “ Zeppelins " is unshaitered. They 
look upon the latest “ bit of bad luck " merely 
as a biack milestone in the march to per- 
fection and invincibility. 

L 1 was the eighth “ Zeppelin “ destroyed 
by the elements within seven years. but the 
first to be wrecked wth an accompanying 
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missed by Germans as Kinderkrankheiten— 
the maladies of infancies, as this picturesque 
idiom expresses it—as experimental difi- 
culties, pure and simple. 


Scout “Fallibility” Talk. 


They feel that airships are going through 
the identical siege of experiences which every 
revolutiondry method of transportation has 

hed to weather. They declare it would be 
fatuous to prattle of the “doom” of the 
big dirigible gasbag, as it was to prephesy 
the failure of the railway, or the steamship. 
or the submarine, or to say that flying is the 
pursuit of fools because airmen are killing 
themselves in all parts of the world day by 
day. 

A brand new and still more powerful naval 
“Zeppelin is ready to take up the watch 
on the North Sea, left momentarily un- 
guarded by the fate of the gallant Li. L 2. 
with an aggregate horse power of 820, sup- 
plied by four motors, has been built with 
a view of being the first Zeppelin capable 
of crossing the Atlantic—Count Bernstorff, 
the German ambassador at Washington, has 
suggested that a sister ship be sent to San 
Francisco in 1915—and her performances 
will be watched now with more than ordinary 
interest. 

The silver lining to the cloud of disaster 
which has pursued “ Zeppelins ” is that Ger- 
many has gained an incomparably valuable 
experience in the handling of air dread- 

_moughts in all sorts of conditions, and is in 
that respect as in all others, far ahead of 
rival nations in the realm of lighter than 
air craft. 


Kaiser’s War Coup Told. 

King Constantine of Greece's now cele 
‘brated testimonial to the invincibility of 
German methods of warfare is the political 
hors d’oeuvre of the moment. Neither his 
Hellenic majesty nor the kaiser himself. who 
“ stage managed ”’ it, probably had the re- 
motest idea that he was starting something 
when he delivered his apotheosis of the sci- 
ence of war, as taught by the German staff. 

It now appears fairly clear that Constan- 
tine, whose royal head is not yet touched with 
philosophicai gray, was induced to fall with 
the impetuosity of youth, intoatrap adroitly 
laid by his imperia! brother-in-law, the su- 
preme war lord. Even a king who has been 
traveling all night may be excused for for- 
getting himself when called upon to make a 
speech unaware in a railway station waiting 
room at the strenuous hour of 8 a. m. 

The kaiser is a man who knows what he 
wants and how to get it. He has been boil- 
ing within for nearly a year over the libels 
spread breadcast by envious foreign rivals to 
the effect that Turkey's collapse before the 
Baikan troops was due to German training 
and organization. 


Eaiser Baits the Trap. 

King Consiantine—of whom the kaiser said 
mot long ago that he was the only one of the 
Balkan kings who had not stayed home and 
combed their dogs. but had really accom- 
plished something on the battlefield—studied 
war at the German general staff sixteen years 
ago. He had come to Lerlin victory fiushed, 
after having hammered not only the Turk but 
the Bulgarian. What more natural than 
that the kaiser should extort from him at 
the earliest possible moment a téstimonial 
to the effect that Greece's martial glories had 
been won sheerly and singly because of the 
lessons learned at Moltke’'s shrine in Berlin? 

The most charitable construction put on 
King Constantine's obliging garrulousness 
is that his speech was made public without 
his approval. even if with his consent. He 
knew that the-Grecian army for the last 
three years has‘been itn the hands of French 
instructors, and that jealous, revengeful 
Marianne across the Rhine would not refrain 
from pouting over the compliments heaped 
for all the world to hear upon hated Michel. 
Greece has designs on the Paris money 
market. and the Athens government has lost 
mo time in “ regretting that King Constan- 
tine’s Berlin speech should have been misun- 
derstood.”” Meantime, for anybody in search 
of a screaming plot for a comic opera, with 
high politics for a background, there is mate- 
rial in this incident in plenty.

ROME, Sept. 27.—Prof. Dall’Osso, who in 
November, 1912. discovered at Filottrano the

B. C., and received a ransom of 1,000 pounds 
of gold for retiring from the city, has made 
@ number of excavations this year at the 
game place and secured important results. 
He found six amphoras of solid gold, and 
necklaces and bracelets, besides many ob- 
jects of bronze, silver, amber, ivory, and 
giass. The enormous quantities of gold or- 
naments discoverea were taken to show that 
the inhabitants of this region were wealthy. 
A notable find was a wooden casket covered 
with bronze and gold of a unique shape, 
which is the first specimen of this kind that 
has been found on the site of the Necropolis, 
which is on cultivated land. The professor 
makes his excavations by means of deep 
plowing.

Will Benefit Premier. 

Under ordinary circumstances the exten- 
sion of the franchise to 5,0U0,000 new voters 
would involve changes of an altogether rad- 
ical character not only in the alignment of 
parties but also in the composition of the 
government. 

However, judging from appearances, the 
sole effect of the extension of the franchise 
will be to still further solidify the position 
of the present premier, Giovanni Giolitti, the 
most powerful statesman and the shrewdeat 
parliamentarian in Italy since the days of 
Count Cavour. 

Sig. Crispi was perhaps equally masterful, 
at any rate for a time. But he sapped his 
strength as a great political figure by the 
unpleasantness of his private life and by his 
inability to prevent the third and most ob- 
jectionable of his wives from incriminating 
herself, if not him, in those financial scan- 
dals which impaired so greatly the success 
of his various administrations, culminating 
in his final downfall. 

Sig. Giolitti, on the other hand, is renowned 
from one end of the kingdom to the other 
for his unblemished integrity and enjoys, 
even among his politica! foes, their entire 
confidence in his sterling honesty. 


Parties Remain the Same. 

Of course, ever since the beginning of the 
year people have been engaged in discussing 
the impending general election in Italy and 
speculating on its outcome. The consensus 
of opinion seems to be that it will leave 
Premier Giolitti in a stronger position than 
ever and that it will not materially alter the 
present constitution of the political parties. 

These are numerous. But they are nearly 
all of them muvre or less disorganized; and, 
realizing that they are unable to stand 
alone or to form a coalition capable of re- 
maining in power, are content to give a more 
or less willing support to Sig Giolitti, who 
somehow or other manages to conciliate 
them all.

The cast included Richard Ben- 
nett, Wilton Lackeye, Grace Hlliston, Ame- 
lia Gardner, Roberta Taylor, Laura Burt, 
John Warner, Dodson Mitchell, Margaret 
Wycherly, Clarence Handyside, and Mabel 
Morrison. The actors volunteered their serv- 
ices and the proceeds were devoted to another 
performance of the piece at Washington on 
the evening of April 6 for the members of both 
houses of congress and the government offi- 
cials. 

In the meantime another special perform- 
ance had been given at the Fulton theater 
one week after the first, to accommodate the 
overflow from the former. So many com- 
mendations had been received by this time 
that on April 14 Mr. Bennett announced the 
beginning of a public engagement of two 
weeks.

Under the Warlitzer Plan— The Only # Fair. Plan. 
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By Glenn Dillard Gunn. 


EN years ago there were two symphony 
<orchestras in the first rank in America 
~one in. Boston’ and one in Chicago. 
Today there are fifteen that have 


r. proved their importance to their re- 


spective communities ‘end as many more 
that are struggling to establish themselves. 
New York has five that éxist either by the 
patronage of the public or by the generosity 


‘Francisco, and Los 
annual seasons of symphony concerts. 
Cleveland, O., has two ofchestras, one sup- 
ported by the municipality and one by private 
subscription. Louisville, Ky.; Houston, Tex. ; 
Kalamasoo, Mich., and a dozen cities of sim- 
llar size boast semi . organiza- 
tions that cultivate symphonic art. Most of 
these smaller communities supplement the 
efforts of the local orchestras by engaging 
one or more of the country's‘famous sym- 


‘phonic organizations for coficerts during the 


season. It is this practice tliat made it pos- 
sible for the Chicago orchestra to play 242 
concerts lest season, or over four times as 
manyyes were included in ite regular Chicago 
season of twenty-eight weeks. The services 
of no other orchestra were in equal demand. 

It ‘is Se ee tee eee 
vast musical interest indjcated by this enor- 
mous activity, but’it is evident that a con- 
sideration of. the quantity and. quality of 
symphonic thusic suppdértéd in this country 
necessitates a revision of the accepted stand- 
ard of values: Thus the opera, popularly 
supposed to elicit the greatest manifestations 
of public interest, must show more conclusive 
proof of that assumption than that. based 
mpon the activities of the New York, Bos- 
ton, and Chicago organisations. On exami- 
nation of the. facts it will be found that its 
place in ‘the artistic life of the country is 
secondary not only to that filled by the or- 
chestras but that its actual service to the 
growth of an appreciation of good music is 
far less than that performed by the artists 
who tour the country:in concert and recital. 

That the present condition is the most 
wholesome one that could exist is an argu- 
ment that may be sustained from many view 
points, The artistic advantages that belong 


to the symphonic art, forms as opposed to - 


the operatic will be conceded by every per- 
eon of musical’taste. The economic advan- 
tages are equally evident. But the strong- 


est argument that may be advanced in 


. 


favor of the continued encouragement of 
the symphony orchestras is one that Amer- 
icans are only beginning to consider. 

With one exception every orchestra in this 
country is composed of American citizens. 
Thanks to the wise action of the musicians’ 
union, it is no longer possible to import or- 
chestra players wholesale. Any foreign mu- 
sician desiring to'bedome a member of an 
*American orchestra must first declare his in- 
tention of becoming. a citizen of the country.

Native Americans, 
whose training has been received in this 
country, are beginning to take their places. 

Even the conductors are not all in the 
Class of the Buropean star who sojourns 
awhile. with us for profit. Men like Walter 
Damrosch in New York, Frederi¢k Stock in 
Chicago, Carl Busch in Kansas City, Emil 
Oberhoffer in Minneapolis, and Max Zach 
in- St. Louis, though of foreign birth, have 
obtained their training and their experience 
as conductors in this country, and therefore 
may be called American musicians.” Henry 
K. Hadley of the San Francisco orchestra 
is @ native of this country. Anothér decade 
will see us still further advanced- toward 
musical independence, toward that position 
of artistic self-sufficiency which should Ge 
the ambition of every musician who lives and 
works in this country. 

Boston is the only city that continues to 
support an orchestra avowedly foreign. 
There were a few Americans in it before 
Dr. Karl Muck resumed his position as con- 
ductor last season, but he then replaced them 
with foreigners. Members of the Boston 
orchestra do not belong to the union. The 
organization is in fact the private property 
of an American of great wealth, who seems 
to be opposed to unions. This season Dr. 
Muck will bring with him from Europe two 
ng violinists, two horn players, and a harp- 

In this connection it may bé observed that 
isolation, is not always an advantage. Last 
spring the orchestra's single harpist, Hein- 
rich Sohruecker, died suddenly. Then came 
a saddilemma. Since it isa nonunion orches- 
tra, no competent harpist could be engaged 
in this country to fill his place. For three 
pairs of concerts the orchestra was harpless. 
Piano and celesta made unsatisfactory sub- 
stitutes for the instrument in an important 
symphony by Mahler, and in arranging his 
program in celebration of the Wagner cen- 
tenary Dr. Muck had to content himself with 
the performance of three overtures in which 
the eaclisnnee had considerately avoided the 
harp. 


Chicago is to hear several orchestras from 
other cities during the coming. season. Con- 
certs have been arranged by local managers 
for the Minneapolis, Philadelphia, and Cin- 
cinnati orchestras, and the management of 
the Chicago orchestra announces that the 
New’ York Philharmonic, the country’s old- 
est symphonic body, will visit us in the 
spring. Such concerts have proved interest- 


ing in the past as affording opportunity for ‘ 


a comparison of standards, but our actual 
cnuibbaat needs are so well served by the resi- 
dent orchestra that they have added little 
to the sum of the season's progress. 

Could these orchestras come to us oftener 
they could bring us slight variation on the 
geason’s repertory. Mr. Damrosch will pre- 
sent in New York programs that will range 
from Bach to the latest offerings of Elgar 
and Debussy. Mr. Stock may substitute 
Reger for Elgar and Schiénberg for Debussy. 
Mr. Oberhoffer will specialize in Strauss for

If: permitted to remain in this condition It 
means ruin to almost every part comprising 
the gear system, to say nothing of wear on 
the tires. 

In the sketch the dotted line shows what 
happens in the matter of misalignment, al- 
though somewhat magnified for the purpose 
‘of illustration. It is not difficult to see that 


this condition will cause trouble. Most cars 


afe fitted with ‘truss rods that have a turn- 
buckle for the purpose of making adjustment 
or taking up-siack, and a novice will be able 
to oorrect an error of alignment by merely 
tightening the turnbuckle. 

In order to ascertain when the wheels are 
in line a careful measurement should be 
made between the insides of the felioes at 
the top and also at the bottom. If these 
measurements are the same the wheels are 
as they should be. But it will be well to give 
the turnbuckle another fraction of a turn, for 
threads will stretch. Then in a few days an- 
other measurement should be made s0 as to 
be assured that the adjustment is secure.

‘Profitable Poultry Raising 


By. Dr. N. W. Sanborn. 


WENTY-THREE years ago I Owned 
just six hens and a male bird, my in- 
troduction to poultry keeping. Today I 
am no longer at the beck and call of 
the sick person, answering calls at any 

hours of the day and night, seven days a 
week. Instead, I am doing much of the 
‘work on my. little hen plant, a part of my 
farm of seventy acres. The best payi-g 
part of my farm is that devoted to hens end 
chicks. Next comes the fruit, then mar. et 
garden crops, and the lose is from the cows. 

A few hens pay better per bird than larger 
numbers. It is well to keep this in mind 
when figuring the profits in poultry keep- 
ing. It is not hard to have a few hens earn 
$2 eath profit from the sale of table eggs, 
but it is another problem to get the same 
average profit from a thousand hens. There 


is profit to the largest number of layers any ° 


one can attend to, but not so much as some 
think who figure without the exact knowl- 
edge secured from actual practice, 

The few hens in the back yard need not oc- 
cupy space that is not also producing anoth- 
er crop. I remember visiting such a back 
yard in a closely settled section where the 
hens were kept in the epace given to grapes. 
The grapes were trained high, had been for 
years, and the coop afid yard were right 
under the trellis that held up the grape vines 

Another good plan is to have the little 
hen plant under the shade of some large 
fruit tree. . This: works well for both hens 
and fruit. The earth is usually bare of 
grass, anyway, the hens keep the earth fer- 
tiliszed and ‘cultivated, arid the tree will 
increase in the amount of bearing wood and 
size of crop. 

 * 
Quarters for Small Flock. 

There will be needed, to protect the layi 
stock,.a house and yard. You can keep hé 
with no yards, but do not do it if you can 
see any way! to have the outside run. The 
yard should be as large as the available 
space will permit, from ten to fifty square 
feet per bird. 

No material is dhéaver and better to in- 
close the yard than common two inch wire 
netting. Four feet netting will keep in Wy- 
andottes and Piymouth Rocks, while Leg- 
horns may need six feet of wire netting. 

The house, for our dozen layers, needs to 
be a shelter from the heat of summer and 
the cold of winter, so planned as to give air 
and sunshine abundantly = to main- 
tain vigor and health. 

The dozen layers need at leant afty square 
feet of floor space in the house, to give them 


‘exercising room, and they can use twice that 


amount to advantage. I would be willing 
to make my house 8x8 feet, thus giving 
sixty-four square feet of floor. The smalier’ 
the floor space the deeper should be the litter 
in which the hens get their grain food. 

If the house is the size I advise, the shed 
roof plan will be found desirable, a roof that 
is high at the front and low at the back. 
With a front that is seven and one-half feet 
high, a back that is four and one-half feet 
high, with the single pitch from front to 
back the average man or woman can attend 
to the needs of the hens one bumping 
heads on the rafters.

There sure is going to be land show this 
year, under the auspices of the United States 
Land Show. It will be held at the Coliseum 
from Nov. 20 to Dec. 8 and will be the fifth 
year of the show. Indications are that it 
will be the greatest exposition dedicated to 
the land resources of the United States and 
Canada ever held in this country. 

The United States govesn ‘nment has an ap- 
propriation of $20,000 for an éxhibit which 
will be shown under the direction of the de- 
partment of agriculture, while the Canadian 
government also will have a large exhibit. 
In addition the governments of British Co- 
lumbia and Alberta will be represented, and 
there will be Canadian 2. ean exhibits 
also. 

Among the states that already have made 
arrangements for showing their agricultural 
resources in exhibits by state departments 
are New York, West Virginia, Ohio, Oregon, 
and Mississippi, while chambers of com- 
merce and other organizations in California, 
Texas, and Montana have taken space for 
their communities. Besides there will be rep- 
resentation from Michigan, Georgia, Ala- 
bama, and Florida by land companies. This 
does not include the exhibits of railways 
showing the productions of the sections they 
traverse. he Great Northern railway and 
the leading railways of Canada, the Cana- 
dian Pacific, the Grand Trunk Pacific, and 
the Canadian. Northern will be in the show 
with large exhibits. This, too, with the ex- 
position still two months off. 

The management is pignning an entertain- 
ment in addition to the exhibits which will

I would also be glad 
to know where to write to obtain the United 
States bulletins on agriculture. G. 8. 
A part of Weld county, Colorado, is in- 
cluded in a soil survey of the Greeley area 
made in 1004 by: the bureau of soils of the 
United States department of agriculture, 
but the area surveyed does not extend as 
far north as Grover. It will give a good idea 
of the section in which you are interested, 
however. Of the agricultural developmen’ 
of the Greeley area the report says in part: 
“ All of the products of the valley are of 
good quality. Greeley potatoes have a 
reputation throughout: the United States, 
and are justly celebrated. Large, uniform 
in size, and of excellent quality, they find 


a ready market wherever potatoes are 


needed. — 

“Sugar beets grow extremely well and 
have a fair average percentage of sugar. 
Alfaifa fields are as good as any place the 
writer has been in the United States, and 
produce hay of an excellent quality. Such 
fruits and vegetables as are grown are of 
good quality and flavor. Wheat and oats are 
of ‘fair average quality. Occasionally rust 
attacks the wheat, as was the case in 1904. 
This greatly reduces the yield and lowers 
the grade. In only two years since the settle- 
ment of the country has this rust been gen- 
eral. 

“ The.area is traversed by «4 branch of 
the Union Pacific running from Denver to 
Cheyenne: the Colorado and Southern from 
Denver to Fort Collins and Wellington; and 
a branch of the Colorado and Southern which 
connects Greeley and Fort Collins, These 
lines furnish ready rallroad communication 
to all parts of the valley, 

“ Greeley, Fort Collins, and Loveland are 
the principal towns of the valley, and fur- 
nish quite a home market for fruits and 
vegetables. At Greeley, which is a town 
of 5,000 or 6,000 inhabitants and the county 
seat of Weld county, is situated the state 
normal school.

BIRO MEN BEAT SPEED RECORD. | 


Vedrines and Prevost Travel at'118.6 ! 
Miles Per Hour in French Aero- 
plane Trials. : 


RHEIMS, France, Sept. 27.—The remark- 
able speed of 118.6 miles an hour, beating 
the former official world’s record of 111% 
miles an hour, was attained here teday by

Onwentsia Not Difficult. 

A drive along a circuitous road amongst 
deep tree covered ravines with a most love- 
ly view of thé lake, its waters on this sun- 
shiny day almost rivaling those of Monte 
Carlo in greens and blues, brought us to lunch 
and afterwards to a round of golf at On- 
wentsia. 1 

Onwentsia, which is now, by the way. the 
home course of Tom Vardon, from a strictly 
golfing point of view, proved something of 
a dis&ppointment. It is not very exciting, 
and, 1 spite of the memory of numerous per- 
sonal failures, more ‘especially with the 
mashie, it may confidently be added that it 
is not at all difficult. The too strictly golfing 
point of view is, however, the wrong one to 
take about this course. One should look at 
it rather from two quite different stand- 
points, both of them not uninteresting. 

In the first place when it was originally 
laid out, largely, I believe, by H. J. Whigham, 
it was designed for the gutty ball and it 
might then no doubt fairly be called, among 
inland courses, a championship course. It 
remains practically unaitered to this day and 
so affords most eloquent evidence of the ex- 
tent to which the rubber cored ball hag aj- 
tered the game. 


Hard Holes Now Easy. 

The holes that once demanded two good 
shots now only call for a drive and a mashie 
shot and the bunkers that may have been 
near enough to the green as approached with 
a brassey. do not as a rulé come within the 
domain of practical politics for a competent 
mashie player. 

The second point is that Onwentsia is first 
and foremost @ country club, where people 
resort to amuse themselves with a variety 
of games and not to slave laboriously at goir 
aloné. Many of the golfers are women, who 
naturally do not desire to dwell in a vale 
of niblick play. The course might, no doubt, 
in a rather artificial way, be made dificult 
enough by & campaign of bunker making on 
an heroi¢ scale. 

Aceuracy of driving could be made an 
essential instead of an almost negligible vir- 
tue by leaving the grass at the sides of the 
fairway jong instead of shaving it in the 
most benig@nant menner quite short. But 
would anybody be much the happier if this 
were done? 

“It’s Not Worth It.” 

There is a great speech in “ The Liars,” 
which Sir Charies Wyndham used to deliver 
in hig most splendid manner, culminating in 
the thrice repeated sentence, “ It's not worth 
it.” It is the sentiment of a wise man in re- 
gard to many things in this life and parti¢- 
ularly 80 in regard to any Serious aiteration 
of Onwentsia. Here is & pretty andagresabdie 
spot, where many people can enjoy the grate- 
ful iiuston of being much better golfers than 
they in factare. Then why disturb it? 

Even as it is, Onwentsia is not wholly with- 
out ite thrills. There is one hole where the 
ball must be pitched over the black and cosy. 
waters of thé Skokie creek, a winding stream 
which will incidentally play an important 

in one very fine hole, the fourth, at Old 
Elm. There is another hole, by far the most 
exacting on the course, where the brave man, 
raking his life in his hands, goes for , long 


the topmost tree straight for the flag 
ovenains perhaps the most pleasurable mem- 
ory of an enjoyable day.

ERMANY’S royal Boniface, King Wil- 
Ham II. of Wurtemberg, who derives 
a handsome revenue from his publicly 
recognized ownership of the principal 
hotel and chief restaurant in Stutt- 
gart, has announced that from henceforth 
he will create no more nobles, thus renounc- 
te a valuable prerogative of the crown. 
Those of his subjects who already possess 
nobiliary titles, either b> srant or S7 in- 
heritance, are welcome to keep them, and it 
is up to them to see that the aristocracy of 
the Kingdom, as now constituted, does not 
become extinct. For no further additions 


. thereto will be made by the crown. 


This move on the part of King William, 
who is a veteran of the war of 1870, and the 
only German-ruler, except the reigning 
Grand Duke of Mecklenburg Strelitz to wear 
the Iron Cross, won in that coukict on the 
battlefield: as a subaltern cavairy officer, 


meets with general approval among his sub- 


jects, The existing nobles are gratified at 
the idea that their ranks will now become 
exclusive, since the aristocracy will be re- 
stricted solely to inheritance. The bour- 
geoisie is equally pleased. For it is proud 
of its status, and prefers to aim at becoming 
the head thereof rather than at the tail of 
the nobility. 


Hitherto all. the higher.orders of khight- 


| hood in Wurtemberg, as in many other of 


the sovereign states of Germany, have car- 
ried with them, ex-officio, elevation to the 
nobility. Now there are plenty of leading 


| cltizens of Wurtemberg who are very glad 


| to accept a decoration as a recognition of 


services rendered to the state, but who, 
proud of their descent from a line of bank- 
ers, merchants or manufacturers reaching 
back hundreds of years, are unwilling to em- 
bellish their name with a nobiliary title 
which their ancestors did not possess, and 
which seems in their eyes to separate them 
from their forbears. 


King William is a very democratic mon- 
arch. Whereas his brother sovereigns in 
their speeches from the throne to the national 
legislature, either in their own palaces or in 
the houses of parliament, invariably don tha 
helmet of their chapeau while speaking, in 
token of their sovereignty, and for the pur- 
pose of emphasizing their supremacy over 
all present, the ruler of Wurtemberg declines 
to follow this custom. He declares that 
in these modern days the sovereignty of the 
nation is shared by the crown with the peo- 
ple; that the two things go togéther, and 
that since the representatives of the people 
present are all bare headed during the speech 
from the throne, there is no reason why he, 
also representative of the people, should not 
similarly remain uncovered. 


By, While thus far mo other monarch has fol- 


lowed him in this particular, several of them 
manifest a similar reluctance to bestow no- 
biliary titles. Thus, Emperor Nicholas for 
some time past has declined to grant the 
rank of baron, count, or prince to any one 
who has male heirs, thus insuring the lapse 


| of the dignity on the death of the grantee. 


He created Sergius Witte, former premier 
and plenipotentiary at the peace congress at 
Portsmouth, N. H., a count because he had 
no son but only a daughter, married to one 
of the Narishkines. He is about to confer a 
similar title upon his present prime minister, 
Kokovtseff, who is likewise without male is-

any title to his foreign minister, Sazonoff, 
because the latter happens to have several 
sons.

Emperor William, in granting the title of 
count, prince, or duke, invariably makes the 
honor ‘‘ad personam ’’—that is to say, for 
life only—his object being that he may -be. 
free te revive the dignity in the person of a 
younger son of the original graniee,in the 
event of the elder son proving himself un- 
worthy A notable instance of this kind 
was the late Prince Munster, ambassador at 
Paris, and chief German plenipotentiary at 
the first peace conference of The Hague. 
His title of prince lapsed with his death, but 
has been since revived in favor of his second 
son, Alexander, the eldest son having proved 
himze!lf to be the black sheep of the family. 


The present radical administration at 
Copenhagen have pledged themselves’ to 
withhold the necessary ministerial! sanction 
to the bestowal of any grant of a nobiliary 
tlie by the crown as long as they remain 
in office, while in Greece,’ Roumania, Bul- 
garia. and Servia not only is the sovereign 
deba‘red by the constitution from bestowing 
titles, but the use by their citizens of any 
suc dignities ts prohibited by law as a 
penal offense.

One of the best movements for giving tone to the 
cheeks is to place the palms of the hands upon the face 
with the fingers upward, and bring them gently down 
until they reach the chin, after which, by means of the 
fingers pressed into the flesh, push the whole mass of 
the cheek on each side, firmly but gently upward. This 
counteracts the sagging of the face, which im time takes 
place with almost every one, 


The chin is next massaged by means of the thumbs, 


ounces of dweet -Imond oil, and one ounce of cocoanut 
oil.

An old linen 
pillow case was used to quilt the top of 
the bonnets and one spool of thread at 5 cents 
completed the cost of the bonnets. 

A remnant of linen was the next purchase— 
one-half yard for 5) cents, out of which siz 
small doilies were made and one large. The 
small ones sold for 60 cents each; the large 
one for 75 cents.

School Pencil Bas. 


From a piece of material [sateen preferred] 
one yard wide and one yard long twelve 
bags can be made after being cut into pieces 
six inches wide and eighteen inches long. 
Fold each piece in two and stitch down on 


both sides, leaving the top open, as in an or- 
dinary bag. Then stitch down the center 
about seven times, leaving a space of about 


one inch wide between each stitching, just 
room for a pencil or pen to slide into. This 
is an excellent way to keep the points from 
breaking and a safe keeping for pencils. 

The sateen can be bought for about 25c 
a yard and a spool of sewing silk 5 cents, 
which ought to average ten to twelve bags. 
These bags can be made in any size and in 
that way range in price. but the smallest 
bag, say for about four to five pencils, ought 
not to sell for less than 10 centseach. Many 
children would be glad to pay 5 cents extra to 
have either their initials or those of the 
school stitched on, which requires but a 
few minutes extra time. 

This is about the simplest kind of sewing

That 
is pure gain. At first 1 didn’t know how to 
manage to miake a large return on my in- 
vestment. I didn’t buy goods wholesale, for 
instance. But now | do.: I buy flour, sugar, 
and things Hke that wholesale.

In a little 
while you will see that you have more orders 
than you can handle.

Compare the 
effect upon you of this Statement with a 
story from ner lips of how Mr. Black comes 
home two or three nights out of the week in 
& state of flerce intoxication, dr that he never 
fails to call on a neighbor's pretty wife when 
her husband is out of the way, or that he 
neglects his own wife and pays attention 
to some charming girl! Don't you know that 
you crave details of his shortcomings as you 
néver would of the quiet round of domestic 
happiness? 

Carry the idea a little further. Put your- 
self in the place of the one who supplies the 
news and think how much more attention 
you command when you can give a striking 
story of some little occurrence and you will 
appreciate the temptation besetting all of 
us to make the most of any small piece of 
gossip that comes our way, éven if we have 
to approach perilously near to scandal to

When we ponder upon this we understand 
why gossip, tattling, scandal—give it what- 
ever name you please—flourishes in villages 
and small towns. The dweller in the big

~shopping, dry goods displays, concerts in 
department stores, sales—to mention a few 
of the less important events, For those with 
more jntellectual tastes are picture shows, 
galleries, free musical events, lectures, mu- 
seums, and when they wish to pay money 
for their diversion, theaters, opera, concerts, 
and moving pictures, which are something 
More than mere amusement. 


Here are some of the things I myself have 
seen done by women in small places: 

A library started. This was done by a 
teacher whose health had forced her to re 
turn to a little country home, and who se- 
cured one of the traveling libraries and kept 
it in her own sitting room. It served asa 
nucleus for something larger, and now has 
a home of its own. 

A sewing class among factory girls: One 
of the heads of departments began this to 
help two girls who were getting their wed- 
ding clothes ready, and the work grew. 

A working girls’ club. This started as a 
social club and developed into an aid so- 
ciety as wédil, organizing a camp for working 
girls’ summer rest. 

Three village improvement societies formed 
in different localities and all working for 
better conditions, clean Streets, improved 
sanitation, and higher standard of morals. 

I could tell of more, byt these will serve 
as a sample of what may be done in small 
places without outside influence, where ear- 
nest women did the next thing and made 
a@ success of it. Gossip may not have been 
eliminated from any of these cowns and 
Villages, but it has been ‘wonderfully les- 
sened, and the new interests introduced by 
these organizations are bound to grow and 
to choke scandal mongering sooner or later. 
Try one of them and see. And if others of 


you can report similar efforts for the help 


of the rest of us, will you not do so and let 
us print them here where we can all learn 
from them?

' her. Just a few months after she 
came here she told’me when she came home 
from school that her teacher had said she 
was coming to see me, and added: ‘I told 
her she would be treated awfully nice if she 
did, because I had a real nice mother.’ Yet 
it seems no matter what one does, if she 
can't have her own way there is trouble, as 
she is so strong headed and self-willed.

You have a difficult problem with the child 
and I hope most earnestly that some of 
our constituency can give you helpful ad- 
vice.

Behind this success lies a /deter- 
mination to be fair and kind. 

While country,Ntown, and city life each 
furnishes its own requirements in the mat- 
ter of service, it is essential that fair-mind- 
edness and loye govern both mistress and 
maid. 

We aften engage a maid too hastily, with 
perhaps less thought than we would give to 
the selection of a pair of gloves. It is not 
surprising, then, that we should frequently 
find mistress and maid incompatible. 

The many letters we have received from 
maids show that the chief causes of discon- 
tent are long ‘hours, irregularity of work, 
and lack of appreciation, on the part of the 
mistress. We will write on each of these 
topics later.

If your material is heavy, secure a piece of 
transfer or impression paper. Lay it face 
down upon this, then draw over each line of 
the paper design with a hard pencil or the 


ing the pattern and transfer paper you will 
find a neat and accurate impression of the 
design upon your material. 

There are two points to observe in this 
simple process if you would execute it sat- 
isfactorily. One is to see that your material 
is level—cut and folded by a thread—and that 
your design is placed upon it evenly at every 
point. 

The second is, when placed accurately, se- 
cure the design to the material with thumb 
tacks or pins, so it cannot slip during the 
operation.

Those lemonade spots must be covered and 
it loédked for a time as if ‘chiffon cloth or 
some other new f&mbric must be bought. Then 
we found a. full surah petticoat in small, 
rich plaid that had enough dark blue in 
its red, yellow, and green to give continuity 
to our frock. 

From this we cut a sleeveless kimona 
biouse that entirdy covered the blue waist, 
leaving the dark blue sleeves and about an 
inch of the blue show in the V front and 
back. This blouse'fastened below the V in 
front with three cavered buttons of the blue 
erépe three-quarters of an inch in diameter. 
The edwes of the plaid were faced back all 
sround sleeves and meck with a three-quar- 
ter inch facing and ‘stitched with dark blue 
sewing silk in three tows an eight of an inch 
apart. The neck row opening of dark blue 
and the edge finished with a cord piping of 
the material and the sleeves were length- 
ened and brought alnmwst to the wrist by two 
overlapping ruffles two and a half inches 
deep of the plaid. These were finished on 
the bottom with a n@rrow hem and,were 
joined to the sleeve with a cord finish. 

The rest of the pettitoat was cut into two 


, acant ruffies about onée and a quarter the 


espace to be covered. _The top ruffle was 
seven inches deep finished and the lower one 
nine inches. In cutting we allowed an inch 
for three-quarter inch hem at bottom and 
a turn down for a narros cordattop. These 
ruffics were put on_the skirt, starting under 
the box plait in front afid running entirely 
around back to under the other side of the 
box plait. They were fini§hed at the top with 
a tiny cord and sewed dn closely by hand 
just beneath it. The first ruffle ..as placed 
just below the hip line ant the second three 
and a haif inches below the first. 

To adjustthe ruffle turn Bown a quarter of 
an inch of the plaid at t@p, stitch on the 
machine, and run @ soft cofton cord through 
the casing thus made. This cord must be 
longer than the space to betrimmed so as to 
handle easily and the rufffe can be spaced 
evenly on the cord pinned iBto place, basted

Directly in the middle of the back 
this girdle crossed two pendent and one shal- 
low upstanding loops of dark blue moiré 
sash ribbon seven inches wide. The sash 
was found in the ribbon patch box and had 
been discarded for years. The upstanding 
loop showed but two inches above top of 
girdle, while the others were eight inches 
and twelve, finished one above the other to 
make a straight line. 

Inside the V at the neck were sometimes 
worn folds of cream colored net; again 
ruchings could be basted in or the opening 
could be filled with a cream colored guimpe 
of shadow lace, according to the formalness 
of the occasion when the frock was to be 
worn. 

A partially “worn black lace gown and a 
much soiled white lace blouse was renovated 
into a striking evening gown for semi-formal 
use. .The lace, which was handsome Spanish 
flounces fifteen inches deep, used by my 
friend’s mother to trim her best black ailk 
dress years ago, was ripped, dusted thorough- 
ly, and sponged dn both sides with pure 
alcohol, then dried by pinning flat to a dark 
cloth on an extension table so the scallops

Cotton Net for Lace Covering. 

The white lace waist—which Was Over a 
net foundation—was washed carefully in a 
soap jelly: rinsed well, then dipped in a weak 
solution of tea—scarcely colored—to take 
away the laundered look. It was pressed on 
the wrong side on a thickly padded board to 
bring out the design, then was slightly pulled 
into shape to restoredhe new look. 

As the cotton net used for the foundation 
was a nice quality and was so mercerized as 
to have a silky air we decided it might be 
used as a covering for thislace. Unless your 
net is good it pays to get chiffon or silk net 
for the waist covering, or, better yet, use 
the black lace; we did not haveenough. The 
neck of the waist was quite low front and 
back-—it may be round, square, or VY. as be- 
coming—and was covered entirely with one 
thickness of the black net. It was made to 
blouse slightly over the girdle, and had the 
general unfitted air so popular just now. 

The sleeves, which ended above the elbow, 
bad the inner lining of net cut out to make 
them more transparent, were slhshed up on 
the outside half way to the shoulder. and 
were trimmed with narrow ruffles of the 
black lace only an inch wide, with a frilling 
of white lace the same depth beneath. The 
net at the top of the neck was finished in a 
soft gathered heading not more than an 
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eighth of an inch deep, just enough to relieve 
the hard neck line. 
The blouse and skirt are joined in one and 


connected by a shoulder trimming—some- | 


thing on the old harness trimming order—of 
black satin, made from a satin petticoat of 
the four year back trousseau vintage. This 
was cut.in two strips four inches wide and 
long enough to reach from under the girdle 
at back of waist to waist line in front. These 
Strips may be cut double of the satin being 
stitched a quarter of an inch in from the 
edges, or can be turned overa thin stiffening 
material. 

At the back of the waist these two strips 
are overlapped slightly-and spread so as to 
extend well over the Sleeve on the top of the 
shoulder, being brought down the front and 
ending over the girdle bow at about half 
its depth. They are separated by two and a 
half inches in front at the waist line. The 
front ends are squared across and are merely 
tacked to girdle, so as not to look too tight. 
The back ends are hidden by the girdle 
which is three inches wide and made of bias 
folds, upturning, of the black satin. It ends 
in front with a squared two looped bow of 
the folds four and a half inches across. This 
bow is partially concealed by the waist 
strips, 


Pendent from the center of the girdle at the 
back are two sash ends of the satin ten 
inches wide. They lie one on top of the other, 
the upper one being fourteen inches long and 
the under twenty-four. Finishg@n two sides 
and across the end with a narrow hem and 
edge the two ends with black silk fringe— 
in our case culled from an old dolman. These 
ends hang straight across the back of the 
Waist, being held in just enough not to span 
over the hips, and have the top hidden by the 
girdle folds.

As her operations were 
confined to skirt, cloak, and suit factories 
she found that she had under her protection 
more than 100,000 persons, most of them 
women. 

She instituted a fire drill in every factory. 
Ske planned by this means to prevent the 
panic into which fright drives these young 
girls. She discovered that the averaze 
woman has a dread of the fire escape. This 
dread under favorable conditions’ is serious 


enough. What it is when a fire is in prog- 


ress has been told and retold by newspaper 
reports of factory fires all over the couatry. 
Mrs. Christopher set about reducing to a 


minimum this fear of climbing down @ fire - 


escape. First she would lecture the girls on 
the necessity of being cool in times of dan- 
ger. Then she would show by her own ex- 
ample how ridiculous it is for a woman te 


. hesitate before running down a fire escape. 
She always tested the fire escape before re- 


qviring the girls to obey her commands in the 
drill. 

Incidentally during her work in drilling the 
girls to leave the factory by way of the fire 
escape Mrs. Christopher discovered something 
in favor of the much berated hobble skirt. It 
is specially adapted to fire escapes. There 
are no trailiag folds, no unnecessary materia! 
upon which the descending woman might 
trip. 
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The Factory Girls’ Best Friend. 


In her work of drilling the girls this woman 
fire inspector has come to be recognized by 
the factory workers as their best friend. And 
they are not wrong. 

“I think of factory girls as potential 
mothers, and of course, having two children 
of my own, I have a sympathy for them and 
want to see them protected,” she said upon 
being interviewed as to the human side of 
her work. In her connection with the work- 
ers as drill mistress she haa often to ovér- 
come the feeling of outraged modesty.

Then to the regret of every man 
in the department she left the employ of the 
city to take a more lucrative position, still 
as factory inspector in expert fire preven- 
tion, with the Cotton Garment Manufacturers 
of New York, am association formed soon 
after the Triangle fire for the purpose of self- 
protection against fire and its consequences.

el ics se eae in man is small com- 
pared with that of most animals, and 
scientists say that this is largely due 
to kissing.’ There are two principal 
ways of kissing used in the workd besides the 
pressing of lips, a method used by Buropeans 
and Americans. In many parts of the world 
the primitive rubbing of noses and sniffing are 
the- only kinds known. 

These two ways have done much to develop 
the sense of smell, while, according to scien- 
tits, the civilized way of showing affection and 
sympathy is gradually destroying our sense of 
smell. This ia the opinion of Prof. Lankes- 
ter, Edmund Sanford, and others. According 
‘to Prof. Lankester, one-fifth of the volume of 
the brain of most fish is given up to the lobes 
which are the conductors of smell. Byen in 
mammals the size of the olfactory lobes of the 
brain and the olfactory nerves is large. The 
sense of smell in human beings is feebly de 
veloped compared with many of the lower 
mammals. < 

Animals are classified with reference to this 
sense as microsmatic and macrosmatic. Man 
belongs tothe microsmatic group; with’ the 
macrosmmatic group the sense of smell is potent 


in getting a eilaliedes of the outer world. 
Still, the good size olfactory lobes and nerves 
which men have prove that their sense of 
smell was once keener, and played a more im- 
portant role than it does today. This is still 
true with some of the Indian tribes, as well 
as of the Australians, Fuegians, etc.

A careful study of the mammals that have a 
strong sense of smell and taste proves this 
fact. The dog shows his joy at his master’s 
presence by licking his master’s hand because 
he loves that peculiar taste and smell. The 
cow licks her calf by the tongue and nose be- 
cause it enjoys that peculiar taste and smell. 
These instances prove beyond a doubt that 
kissing originated .as an enjoyment of taste 
and odor, and only in recent times has it de- 
veloped into a symbol of gratitude, admiration, 
and compassion. 

The primitive kind of kissing is practiced 
by the Eskimo and the people of Terra del 
Fuego. The Finns smack each other on the 
arms. Another method of salutation is to blow 
in each other’s hands. More curious is the 
custom of rubbing the right ear and to put out 
the tongue.

Man Losing Olfactory Sense. 

This custom shows what a large role the 
sense of smell played among peoples. In sav- 
agery man used this sense for tracking ani- 
mais, enemies, and friends.

HE ‘ttiger—not the lion—is king of 
beasts. As the result of a lifetime 
spent around wild animals I have be 
come convinced that whoever gave su- 

premacy to the lion was in error. The tiger 
is more powerful, more ferocious. Of all the 
denizens of the jungle that claw and crush 
and bite, the treacherous tiger is most to be 
feared. : 

You can cow a lion, but you can’t cow a 
tiger. A tiger will fight in self-defense, no 
matter how great the odds appear against 
him. You can bluff a lion—nothing doing 
along that line with the tiger. 


Since the beginning of animal acts in the 


circuges you have heard of lion tamers—men 
who entered lion cages and put their heads 
in lions’ mouths. How many times have you 
heard of trainers entering tiger cages? 

Some twenty years ago, when I was 
younger and more foolish than I am now, 
I did enter a tiger cage. I didn’t stay in 
there long, and I kept the tigers in the air 
while I was in there. I wouldn’t go in such 
@ cage again for a milion dollars. 

In the case of either a lion or a tiger, it is 
the claws that are to be feared. Both 
animals depend on their claws. The big 
teeth look wicked, but they are not the worst 
thing to fear. The-first thing we do when 
we get hold of a lion or tiger is clip its 
claws. When the claws are well dulled the 
animals don’t get a chance to use them to 
much advantage. 

But take a tiger in its native environment 
and there is nothing in the animal kingdom 
that can best it in a fight. By the time a 
boa constrictor could start getting in its work 
along the crushing line, Mr. Tiger would 
have‘ the snake clawed to pieces. A rhinoce- 
ros is powerful enough te do a lot of dam- 
age when it gets vicious, but it has a habit 
of taking a look at the thing to be attacked, 
and then rushing blindly ahead. By the 
time a rhinoceros could reach a tiger the 
latter would be on its back with its teeth 
in its neck. An elephant, because of its great 
weight, might smother the life out of a tiger 
if in.an advantageous position, but it is 
really too cumbersome to be a really 
dangerous antagonist.

As for pitting a lion against a tiger, my 
big tiger Rajab will meet every. lion 
we've got in tle zoo, one at a time, and come 
forth victor. The lion looks majestic enough, 
but that is largely because of his big mane. 
You can ~ +ke a pet out of a lion and get 
his confidence; seldom can you do so with a 
tiger. A tiger will take advantage of you just 
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when you are trusting him most» You see 
few trained tigers. — 

Our tigress, Kitty, has been hoping to 
get me for the last nine years. We got 
Kitty from a sultan in India. She had 
been a favorite with the sultan, but he 
needed the money, and we secured the beast 
through the consul general at Singapore. 

Kitty hated me from the start. She 
will pay no attention to the attendants, but 
the moment I come about her cage she ia 
wrathy. Not always does she show her 
temper. Sometimes she will hide her head 
in her front paws in a sneaking manner, but 
I know that all the time she is looking. I 
know animals well enough to know that she 
would like nothing better in the world than 
to tear me into shreds. 

I have tried baby talk with Kitty. 
Sure, these beasts like baby talk. But all 
the “snooky ookums” in the world won’t go 
with Kitty. I have given up ever trying 
to be her friend, yet I would give a good 
deal to know just what it was that made her 
“sore” in the first place. 

There is something uncanny about that 
great cat pacing about in its iron cage, in 
thinking about all the hate that is stored up 
in its strong body. I am always glad that it 
has a master in the iron bars. I never have 
the same feelings toward a lion. A lion is 
at heart playful. Lions have dispositions— 
good and bad—like human beings. Tigers are 
villains, nine out of ten of them. 
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There is Rajah, 7 years old, and the 
finest and largest tiger in captivity, posi- 
tively. I paid $1,800 for Rajah, but I 
wouldn’t take $5,000. I admire Rajah, 
but that is not saying I trust him. 

Rajah was captured when young and 
‘brought to this country to be sold to a dealer 
in New York. Later he passed into the 
hands of a carnival company, and it had 
him several years. About a year ago I heard 
about him and went down to South Carolina, 
where the carnival was showing, and made 
the purchase. 

That tiger wasn’t in the Lincoln park zoo 
fifteen minutes before he came within an 
ace of finishing me. They were taking him 
out of the shipping cage, and I was busy 
giving instructions to the keepers, when in 
a flash he pulled me against the cage, and 
almost got my arm. I had to throw myself 
on the floor to save myself. 

I was given a good illustration of a tiger’s 
attack when we first got Kitty ‘and her 
sister, which was then alive. We threw a 
cur dog into the cage, just to see what would 
happen. Those two tigresses leaped twelve 
feet and killed the dog so quick that it didn’t 
have time to yelp.

KITCHEN YARD AND 
VEGETABLE GARDEN

'§ there any reason in the world why Monday 
should find all your garden a mass of wet linen? 
Why not dry it all in an enclosure, screened from 

the living rooms and cut off from the garden walks 
and lawns? An enclosure with sunlight and air, 
easy of aceess from kitchen and laundry and out of 
the path of remorseless delivery boys. A patent 
clothes dryer, closed like an umbrella turned inside 
out, is set into a socket sunken in the turf. Once 
opened up it has, strung from rib to rib, clothes line 
enough for the drying of the linen of any small fam- 
ily. It is easily revolved at will, it 1s conveniently 
reached at all points and obviates the possibility of 
the line sagging and trailing freshly washed _ sheets 
en-the ground. 

Across the yard is the garage and shop 

Where the garden tools are. also stored, and 
# the back of the yard is a stout wire netting 
stretched On the pergola for Clematis and Hon- 
eysuckle, ‘leaving a small passage near the 
garage. This gives almost directly upon the 
gravel path leading back to the garage and the 
mibbish yard, to the vegetable garden. Here 
the north and west sides have a single row of 
poplars just within the hedge. A screen that 
ists little shadow and does not keep off the 
moisture or hinder the freé@Scireulation of air. 
flow row of berry bushes; currants, blackber- 
fies and raspberries, mark the confines on the 
south. A hedge of privet on the east hides the 
fibbish yard.

RIGHTLY USED 


T is an age of pergolas} they are budding forth on 
remodeled houses, in¢orporated in new houses 
and added to old houses with an. utter disregard 

of trne fitness. They begin nowhere and lead no- 
where, they support no vines and conse(uently fur- 
nish no shade, and, in fact, half’ the time look de- 
pressingly like nothing so much as a se¢tion of ele- 
vated railroad. 

The well-used pergola Whose framework is covered 
each of the first few years by the quick growth of 
annual vires before the perennials east enough shade, 
is the idedl pergola. It must have a use, primarily, 


-ledding to or leading from somewhere; or bea. 


place to sit in and enjoy, else it misses its point en- 
tirely. SOmetimes the pergola is built) for beauty 
alone, a curving white section laced atithe far side 
of a pool+—or at the end of a tennis court, against 
a baekground of green shrubbery, and in that case 
no one can dispute the use if it pleases the eye. 

The pergola has more possibilities than seem at 
first apparent. If the growth of vines be unsuecess- 
ful, @ striped canvas awning can be strétched across 
the rafters, or the entire pergola screened on the in- 
side, which useful scheme need not detract from the 
beauty.

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mow" HETHER you are considering build- 
* ing immediately or whether it is a 
distant dream, you are interested pri- 
m-~“ily in the eosts of construction 
and all the economical phases of the 
, problem. Here you have a house of 
whieh the cost is limited to $5,540, in 
»no possible way to be exceeded. A 
house adapted to almost any location, 
be it seacoast, hill country or the re- 
stricted environs of a model city, it stands pleasing 
in its long, low exterior lines, and modern rough cast 
finish. Every item of cost has been most carefully 
considered and every expense, not absolutely required 
to make the house well constructed, pleasing, weather 
proof, warm in winter and correspondingly cool in 
summer, and thoroughly practical for all living pur- 
poses, has been thoughtfully cut down. Before your 
house plans are thought out, you will possibly con- 
sider the material of which your home shall be built. 
You have seen so-called fire-proof houses gutted from 
cellar to roof and know that they are not infallible. 
You are cheerfully willing to stand the risk of loss by 
fire for the sake of lowering considerably the cost of 
the house. 

You want a warm house, a tight house, a house that 
will not warp or hold dampness, and what better wall- 
construction, excepting brick, presents itself than this 
for the Ideal House. Wooden frame covered with 
diagonal board sheathing, this with a layer of build- 
ing paper outside of which is the stueco board which 
receives two coats of cement stucco. Inside the frame 
is lath and plaster. All this is set on a foundation 
of hollow tile coated with marine cement followed by 
cement mortar inside and out. 

In presenting figures for this house we are assum- 
ing conditions to be perfect, which means the prop- 
erty practically level, located within city limits that 
the cost of transportation need not be an item of any 
great consideration, and presenting no difficult or un- 
foreseen problem of excavation such as the encounter- 
ing of quicksand or trap rock. 
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HE plans and specifications of this house, calling 
for only the best of materials and constructions, 
and consisting of nine rooms and three bathrooms, a 
sleeping porch, two large piazzas, an attic trunk 
room, a laundry and cellar store room,' have been 
figured upon by reliable contractors of the East, Mid- 
dle West and Pacific coast. We are quoting to you 
Eastern figures, for all authorities will agree that the 
highest eost of building centers about New York city, 
within a radius of fifty miles. Long Island, perhaps, 
being in the lead, due to a shortage of artisan labor. 
The cost of the garage is $500.00; $220 covers the 
pergolas and garden accessories; $565.00 the paths, 
grading and planting. The cost of all the plants as 
shown on the plan of the grounds is $175.00. All of 
this, with $5,540.00 for the house, makes a total of 
$7,000.00 for The Ideal Home complete. 

If you have leisure to give the matter of building 
your undivided attention, and the patience to deal 
with the unforeseen, as well as some slight experience 
in conducting building operations, it is quite likely 
that you can dispense with the services of a superin- 
tending architect, especially if you are sure of your 
contractors. It would be wiser, perhaps, to have a 
general contractor; a man of whose integrity you are 
sure, and rely upon him to put the job through, if 
you are thinking of superintending the work yourself. 
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Day labor generally proves far more expensive in 
the end, in fact to the layman it is a snare and a de- 
lusion and to be cautiously avoided. 

In any ease, watch your work and your workmen. 
If you have any objections to make, go to the fore- 
man in charge, and do not offer them to the men 
themselves. Try to look over the whole job after the 
workmen have left for the day and make notes of 
every point that you wish to take up. Give decisions 
in all small matters that are referred to you, check 
up the hardware and go over its placing with the 
foreman. When the electric fixtures are being in- 
stalled be sure that they are located exactly where 
you want them to be, and in putting in the radiators 
that they are not set so as to interfere with the plac- 
ing of large pieces of furniture. You will have to 
decide about installing shelves and clothes hooks and 
the hinging of doors. Watch the quality of your 
window glass, do not let them put in thresholds, ex- 
cept for exterior doors, and make them protect your 
floors and woodwork. 

Allusion has been made in the text to the use of 
chestnut trim in the living rooms and eypress for 
other parts of the house. In the plans and specifica- 
tions these woods are also mentioned as generally 
available and practical for the builder of the moder- 
ate cost house. The wood market on the Pacifie coast 
differs distinetly from that,of the Atlantic seaboard, 
and it should be left to the discretion of either the 
builder or the superintending architect to substitute 
a similarly priced trim, probably redwood or Oregon 
pine. Flooring of Oregon pine kiln-dried and 
smoothed up complete can be obtained as low as nine 
cents per square foot, a material saving on the East- 
ern allowance of sixteen cents per square foot on the 
parquet flooring specified. 

As the Ideal Home is not designed for any par- 
ticular climate, and as the local conditions existing 
in all parts of the country differ widely, there are 
certain substitutions that will readily suggest them- 
selves. .We have mentioned innovations that at a 
small additional cost would render the Ideal Home 
more elaborate, but it is hardly necessary to suggest 
the elimination of heating plant, cellar exeavation, 
and deep footings for concrete piers in localities free 
from frost. ; 

You will need to be eternally vigilant and more- 
over absorbingly interested in every phase of the 
work to have the patience it demands. But, when 
all is said and done, there is nothing more utterly 
fascinating to the average man and woman than the

This room has a full-length mirror 
fitted in the closet door, and a rose silk curtain hangs 
in the doorway connecting with the room beyond, The 
little table between the beds has a reading fight with 
a translucent rosy shade. This light may be reached 
and switehed on or off from a reeumbent position. 
The table is large enough to hold a book or so, and a 
water earaffe.

J THE WALLS 48? FLOORS 


HERE is no great problem in connection with 

wall treatment. There are myriad good ways 

of obtaining fine results. Some of the papers 
made now, are wonderfully beautiful, and cover a 
wide range of good taste. A wall left rough by the 
plasterer, is no great cross to live with for a year or 
so, especially if the plaster be slightly grayed; in 
which case it is rather a pleasing background. Only 
to be abhorred is the smooth hard white finish in- 
tended for papering and never covered. 

The Ideal Home specifications eall for a rough, 
slightly grey wall that will take a water color finish 
or an oil stain. We heartily recommend the trans- 
parent oil stain for walls of this sort as giving a 
softer, shaded effect, as contrasted with the opaque 
chalkiness of the other finish. The oil stain, too, can 
be obtained in greater variety of tones and values, 
while the shades of the water color wash are firmly 
set and very obviously pale, pink or pale green as 
the case may be. 

You can mix your own stain, from oil paint well 
thinned with turpentine and apply it after the walls 
have had a thin wash of glue size. The glue, obtained 
(rom a local paint ‘dealer in sheet form, is soaked 
over night, then dissolved with boilime water and 
cooked slightly. It is applied in a thin eoat and left 
to dry several hours, after which the stain is applied 
freely. Rich efieets can be obtained by a little prae- 
tice in miNing or you can buy your color all mixed 
ready for application, One paint manufacturer makes 
a specialty of the material for this wall treatment. 

We have used this transparent stain on the walls

Decorations for Walls 
and Ceilings 


The use of Alabastine tints for ceilings and 
walls is becoming more popular.

But it can be washed off readily if it is desired 
to change the tinting: on the walls or ceilings. 

Alabastine is made from alabaster, and it 
has been manufactured for more than twenty- 
five years. It has stood the test of all sorts of 
climatic conditions, heat and cold, moisture 
and dryness. 

As a rule new walls should be treated with 
a coat of size, or otherwise prepared for the 
receiving of the finish. 

In a new building there is almost certain 
to be a settling of the walls, which causes 
cracks more or less conspicuous, and it is a 
good plan to place on the new walls a coat- 
ing that can be easily removed. 

Alabastine, being a water color, can be 
easily removed when it is desirable to take 
the color all off down to the wall itself, 

As Alabastine is not expensive it is recom- 
mended for use on walls and ceilings of new 
buildings.

The cost of 
flat paints is considerable and when washed 
the results obtained are not satisfactory for 
living rooms. There are many places, how- 
ever, where a washable paint is desirable, 
such, for instance, as bath rooms, kitchens, 
below the plate rail of dining rooms, along 
the stairways, or in other places where the 
walls are likely to be soiled by placing the 
hands against them, or brushing them with 
damp clething. In such places a flat wall 
paint, such as Alabasco, which is made by 
the Alabastine Co., can be used in connec- 
tion with Alabastine, using Alabastine for the 
upper walls and ceilings, and the color scheme 
maintained just the same as though the work 
was all done with Alabastine.

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FORMALITY VERSUS 
~ INFORMALITY ~ 


D2 you want your Home to express 
your individuality or don’t you 
really care a rap about its individu- 
ality or expression one way or the 
other? There is the woman who said, 
“I want my house to express me!” 
and the woman who answered, “I 
don’t care what my house expresses 
so long as it pleases.” Both view- 
points are worthy, and both are nat- 
ural. We have tried in the Ideal 
House to furnish fertile ground for 
expression; the seal of individuality 
is easily set upon it, while as it is, 
it is complete in pleasing qualities.

mals, sailing ships, little Dutch figures 
or a Kate Greenaway design, might be 
placed, not too high, and yet high 
enough to be out of reach of tiny trac- 
ing fingers, not always Over clean.

[THE kitchen and pantry have a color 
scheme of delft blue and white, 
very simply carried out by means of 
blue cooking utensils and china 
against the white walls. A blue and 
White china clock, a few jars in the 
same ware, marked for dry groceries, 
dish towels of blue cross-bar and little 
white cheese cloth sash curtains give 
the desired effect. 

The owner’s bathroom has a pale 
green tint on the upper walls. The 
lower walls of cement marked off into 
tiles, is made washable and white with 
enamel paint. 


HE front bedroom facing the gar-

long line to the north and west of 
the vegetable garden increase the 
seeming length of the whole property 
and form an admirable background 
for the massing of the shrubbery.

shrubs so planted as to form nooks, 
or a trellis for rambling roses 80 
placed as to screen the seats from 
the casual eyes over the hedge. There 
is no need to screen all your lovely 
garden from the passerby, it would 
be selfish to do so; but you want the 
part where you will sit and chatter 
and have refreshment, a little pro- 
tected from the public. 

At the street end of the rose gar- 
den, is a high lattice screen to hold 
the prolific and beautiful Dorothy 
Perkins rambler, a mass of blush 
pink in season, and giving thick foli- 
age during all: the other verdant 
months. 

At the other end of this garden is 
a light painted seat against tlie ter- 
race and surrounded by masses of 
hollyhocks. Grass-bordered gravel 
paths lead primly away in front of it 
to sundia! and bird-path where all the 
paths converge and terminate in the 
midst of the fair roses. 


HE tea house or “Gazabo” at the 

end of the terrace, of lattice con- 
struction for the entwining growth of 
the grape vine or honeysuckle, forms 
a hooded little recess for day dream- 
ing or tea drinking. A trim maid 
could wheel a tea cart or carry a tray 
direct from the dining room, with 
little difficulty. The seat in the in- 
formal garden, across the pool is 
especially designed for its location, 
its slatted back charmingly defined 
and encompassed by the fruit trees 
and bushes.

This walk serves also as a portico 
and helps accentuate the long low 
lines of the house, tying the garage 
to the whole scheme of buildings in 
a compact and interesting manner. 
Its actual cost is seventy-five dollars. 
A cheaper substitution of rustic work 
might be made, though the even 
slight loss in the general appearance 
of the house would scarcely recom- 
mend it. Good, hardy, quick growing 
vines for the pergola are the silver 
vine (Actinidia arguta), the matri- 
mony vine, the Kudzu, and the Jap- 
anese hop. 

Altogether a pergola rightly used 
is a delight to the eye and a constant 
source of enjoyment. 


HEATING 
- LIGHTIN 


HEN the house plan is decided 
W toon a main subject for con- 

sideration is the heating and 
lighting. That the heat shall be suffi- 
cient to give comfort during the frost- 
iest days and that the lighting shall 
be modern and adequate, are the chief 
requisites.
